The Minister and His Reference 
Books 
That the minister needs reference 
books is an undeniable fact! Abraham 
Lincoln was known to have walked 
forty miles to borrow a book he could 
not afford to buy. You will recall that 


he said, “I will study and get ready, | 


and some day my chance will come.” 
@: paid no attention to the taunts of 
is friends who told him he was only 
wasting his time “readin’ and learn- 
in’.’” His chance did come, in being 
President of the United States in a 
dark period of American history. The 
name of Abraham Lincoln is now 
loved and revered the world around as 
one of the greatest men who ever 
lived. He came to realize very early 
in life the value and necessity which 
the words of Sir William Jones em- 
body, “Read and you will know.” 

It has been said that there are two 
kinds of knowledge, “What we know, 
and what we know where to find in 
our books.” We need to keep in mind 
that these reference books will last us 
a lifetime. An investment in these 
vital books is better than any other 
investment, because no matter how 
difficult the times may become in 
coming years, no one can take them 
away or deprive us of the contribution 
they will make toward a profound, 
gratifying ministry. Books to the min- 
ister are identical with the instru- 
ments of the doctor, the scientist, the 
optician, and likewise in every pro- 


ion. The great apostle Paul, im- 


isoned in Rome, writing to his dear- 
ly beloved son Timothy, urged him to 
come as quickly as possible, and when 
he did come, “The cloke that I left at 
Troas with Carpus, when thou comest, 
bring with thee, and the books,... .” 
2 Tim. 4:13. Evidently there were not 
many books to bring but they repre- 


sented a cherished treasure to the | 


Apostle. He must have been some- 
what like Sir Walter Scott. After re- 
turning to Abbotsford to die, he had 
his servant wheel him into his library 
and there he burst into tears as he 
bade his lifelong friends on the book- 
shelves a sorrowful farewell. 

Christ needed no assistance, from a 
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‘ omniscient, 


human standpoint, in His ministry, 
because He was both human and di- 
vine. He knew all things. He was 
omnipotent, and omni- 
present. We need first of all the Holy 
Ghost as our constant teacher, then a 
plea in prayer for the wisdom we 
lack, plus all the aids God has made 
available to us, to be the cosmopolitan, 
God-blest minister. 

We all need guidance in the selec- 
tion of our reference books lest we 
end up with nothing but trash. We 
can not afford a waste of time nor 
money, therefore I should like to 
point out a number of the best refer- 
ence books obtainable. Do I hear you 
say, upon reading the following list, 
“I can not afford these books”? Of 
course, not all of them at one time, 
unless you have a good-sized bank 
account, but you can begin now. Sac- 
rifices must be made for everything 
worth-while and, personally, I have 
no regret for the sacrifices I have 
made to obtain a minister’s library. 


First of all, we shall want a diction- , 


ary and eventually the unabridged 
Webster or the Funk and Wagnalls’. 
The dictionary has been called the 
reader’s most indispensable book. 
What would be better for a minister’s 
educational horizon than the study of 
@ page or two each day, besides look- 
ing out all the words one does not 
know in his daily reading program? 
A valuable aid, also, is found in a good 
book of synonyms and antonyms, 
such as Rogets Thesaurus. Next to 
this would come a good encyclopedia, 
the Britannica or the less expensive 
Funk and Wagnalls’ New Standard 
Encyclopedia. Perhaps all of us own 
the small Cruden’s Concordance but 
we will never be satisfied until we 
own either Young’s or Strong’s. Every 
minister will strive to be a student in 
Greek. One of the Greek-English Lex- 
icons by Thayer will greatly aid us. 
Next follows a list of the finest of 
commentaries: Matthew Henry’s, six 
volumes; Expositors Bible, six vol- 
umes; Adam Clarke’s, six volumes; 
Lange and Shaff’s, twenty-five vol- 
umes; Jamieson, Fausset and Brown, 
one volume; The Abingdon Bible Com- 


mentary, one volume; The Greek 
New Testament, five volumes; The 
Pulpit Commentary, fifty-two  vol- 
umes; Theology—Hodge, three vol- 
umes; The Treasury of David—Spur- 
geon, seven volumes; Hastings’ Christ 
and the Gospels, two volumes; Apos- 
tolic Church, two volumes; Dictionary 
of the Bible, one volume; Dr. Harry 
E. Rimmer’s Modern Science and the 
Genesis Record, one volume; The 
Theory of Evolution and the Facts of 
Science, one volume. To this another 
must for the minister’s reference 
books would be a good Bible encyclo- 
pedia. One of the best, and stocked by 
our Publishing House, is The Inter- 
national Bible Encyclopedia, five vol- 
umes. A few more volumes such as 
“Who’s Who in America” (Marquis), 
World Almanac and Book of Facts 
(World Telegram), Unabridged Atlas 
and Gazetteer (Hammon), Familiar 
Quotations (Bartlet), would put us 
well on the way toward what we need 
in the way of a well-balanced refer- 
ence library for the minister. 

According to a survey, the average 
American spends twenty-seven dol- 
lars for chewing gum, to every one 
dollar for books. A good question to 
ask ourselves, as ministers of the gos- 
pel, is, “How much money have I 
spent for books in the last year or dec- 
ade?” 

There are certain ministers in other 
denominations who would like to dis- 
credit our ministry and prove to their 
people that the Church of God minis- 
try is uninformed, emotionalized, and 
unsound in doctrine, but we are here 
to stay and stand upon the Word of 
God as our basis of belief and practice. 
Our ministry must stand second to 
none in great gospel preaching! The 
world has yet to see what God can do 
with a Church of God preacher who 
will be wholly consecrated to His will! 

We do well to follow the exhorta- 
tion of the great apostle Paul to Tim- 
othy, “Study to shew thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth.” And again, “For if a 
man think himself to be something, 
when he is nothing, he deceiveth him- 
self. But let every man prove his own 
work, and then shall he have rejoicing 
in himself alone, and not in another.” 
2 Tim. 2:15; Gal. 6:34. May God bless 
us with a more consecrated, studious 
and empowered ministry!

Our nuclear scientists 
tell us that atomic energy is the power 
by which the whole cosmos (the heav- 
ens) is kept together, and is different 
from any ‘power’ we have on this

earth, all of which is stored up from 
the sun’s rays.

better and He is right there to hear 
your prayer and reveal the Scriptures 
to you. 

Now back to my subject. In Rom. 
10:1, we find that the apostle Paul’s 
heart’s desire and prayer to God was 
that Israel might be saved. He also 
said in 1 Cor. 11:1, “Be ye followers of 
me, even as I also am of Christ.” 

Christ preached to the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel. He, Himself, was 
a Jew. God sent Him to His own, and 
His own (Israel) received Him not. 

Christ’s disciples were Jews, and 
they were sent to preach the gospel of 
Jesus Christ to the Jews. Matt. 10:5, 6. 
In Christ’s last message, in Acts 1:8, 
Christ said, “But ye shall receive pow- 
er, after that the Holy Ghost is come 
upon you: and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me both in Jerusalem (Jews 
first), and in all Judaea and in Sa- 
maria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” 

Paul was a great Jewish scholar. He 
was not ashamed of the gospel, and 
he said it is to the Jew first and also 
to the Greek. Oh, how I wish this 
would be the desire and prayer of 
every Christian today. If we obey 
Christ and Paul, we will not fail to try 
in some way to help the Jews to realize 
that Jesus Christ is their personal 
Savior. Thousands of Jews here in 
America have never heard this glori- 
ous gospel of Jesus. Brother or Sister, 
are you concerned about them? You 
will hear people say, “Oh, well, they 
have their religion and, if they live up 
to it, they will be saved.” Just as many 
people say about the different denom- 
inations, “Oh, every one has a right to 
his own belief.” We do not have the 
right to our own way of thinking, and 
expect to go to heaven, unless it is 
God’s way, any more than each child 
in the arithmetic class at school can 
get perfect in his grades by working 
the problems his or her own way. It 
has to be worked out the correct way 
for the right answer. We will have to 
go God’s way if we are saved, regard- 
less of what we have been brought up 
or led to believe. There are still people 
like Paul wrote about in 2 Tim. 3:7, 
who are “ever learning, and never 
able to come to the knowledge of the 


truth.” The truth is, there is salva- 
tion in no other except Jesus Christ; 
His way is the way. Acts 4:12 tells us, 
and also the Jew, that there is none 
other name under heaven’ given 
among men whereby we can or must 
be saved. 

We cannot expect anyone who has 
always been taught to have nothing 
to do with Jesus, to accept Him until 
he knows about Him and the sacrifice 
He made for him. As Paul puts it, 
“How shall they call upon him in 
whom they have not believed? and 
how shall they believe in him of whom 
they have not heard? and how shall 
they hear without a preacher? Can 
you see here our responsibility to Is- 
rael? 

Many believe that because the Jews 
rejected Christ and helped to crucify 
Him, they were cast off forever. But 
let us consider Rom. 11:1 where Paul 
said, “Hath God cast away his people? 
God forbid, for I also am an Israelite 
(Jew).” 

God’s Word promises that He will 
not forsake His inheritance. Psa. 94: 
14, 

Oh, if every church today would 
awake to the realization of the obli- 
gation that rests upon her for the 
Jews! 

In Dr. Arthur U. Michelson’s book 
“The Jew and Palestine in the Light 
of Prophecy,” he says, “The knowl- 
edge of Israel’s place and position in 
God’s revealed plan is of great impor- 
tance. All the confusion in doctrine 
and practice we see about us is more 
or less the result of a great ignorance 
which exists throughout Christendom 
concerning Israel’s place and future, 
and the Gentiles must realize they are 
debtors of the Jews.” But today there 
are Christian men and women who 
have no regard for the Jews, and who 
tell us that they have had their day 
and that now the church takes their 
place. As touching the election, they 
(Jews) are beloved for the Father’s 
sake. “For the gifts and calling of God 
are without repentance.” So many 
people have such a wrong conception 
of the Jews, and think that God does 
not save the Jews any more. But Acts 
2:41 says that on the day of Pentecost, 
three thousand Jews believed on 
Christ, and immediately following,

A great variety of criticisms is lev- 
elled against the number of sects and 
divisions of Christianity, and Protes- 
tantism in particular. Typical: 

“All Christians admit that Christ 
intended a unity of some kind to pre- 
vail amongst His followers. ... Who 
can accept the invention of Protes- 
tants who, noting the numberless ways 
in which they are divided, define the 
unity required to suit themselves... 
Christ commissioned His Church to 
teach all things whatsoever He com- 
manded, Matt. 28:20, and He taught a 
definite something, not a bundle of 
contradictions. Those who believed all 
that He had taught would at least be 
one in faith. Again, He demanded 
unity in worship. ‘One Lord, one faith, 
one baptism,’ Eph. 4:5... . ‘We, being 
many, are one bread, one body; all 
that partake of one bread.’... Our 
Lord has said, ‘I will build My Church,’ 
Matt. 16:18, not, ‘My Churches.’ He 
had expressed His view of divisions 
when He said, ‘Every kingdom divided 
against itself shall be made desolate.’ 
Matt 12:25.” 

A very different type of criticism 
comes from the unsaved person who 
has no particular church background, 
wants to be a good moral person, and 
feels that he should “go to church,” 
but as he drives through the city or 
looks in the Saturday paper, he sees a 
bewildering array of denominations, 
most of them claiming to be the best. 
I suspect that there are countless 
thousands of people who have faced 
this problem at some time, given up 
in mild despair, and just don’t bother 
to go to church any more. 

Then there are those theorists who 
have much to say for a union of all 
the Protestant churches. “We’re all 
headed for the same heaven,” they 
say, “aiming at the same goal, and I 
think that we would accomplish a 
lot more if we quit quibbling about 
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need to have clear, positive answers 
for these arguments. There are sev- 
eral. 

In the first place (no more than 
touching on this subject), a careful 
study of the book of Acts reveals that 
the Holy Spirit, not Peter, was intend- 
ed to be the “vicar of Christ,” that is, 
Christ’s representative on earth dur- 
ing His absence. So, without justifica- 
tion for the papacy, and also without 
Scriptural justification for regarding 
the “body of Christ” as a visible 
church organization, all arguments 
fall flat. We are forced to admit that 
people have been saved in many dif- 
ferent denominations all over the 
world in different centuries, so that it 
is impossible that Jesus meant that 
His “church” should be one specific 
organization. However, those whom 
He has saved and over whom He is 
head, He called the Church of God. 
Monopolies of all kinds tend toward 
evil effects, and a religious monopoly 
is certainly no exception. 

In the second place, we are NOT all 
headed for the same goal. Did not 
Jesus call the powerful religious 
leaders of His day “hypocrites, chil- 
dren of their father the devil?” But 
they thought they had reserved seats 
on the Kingdom Express! 

In the third place, the most zealous 
of the children of God have always 
been “come-outers,” as we have the 
command, “Wherefore come out from 
among them and be ye separate, saith 
the Lord.” A parent church histor- 
ically relaxes its standards and be- 
gins to compromise after about two 
generations, and those who have “set 
their faces like a flint” toward Christ 
must either bring about reforms or 
get out. God called Noah and his fam- 
ily from among a corrupt world, Abra- 
ham from Ur of the Chaldees, and the 
Israelites from Egypt; Jesus chose 
twelve disciples from the old estab- 


lished church of His day and led them 
on deeper. The apostolic church was 
a small minority who set a pattern by 
creating the first sect—called “Chris- 
tians”—by coming out from the tradi- 
tional church of its day to follow Christ. 


So, am I approving of the large 


number of denominations as a desir- 
able condition? By no means! But 
what I am clearly and positively ap- 
proving is for the children of God to 
be a separate and holy people, regard- 
less of the number of denominations. 

Another thing that must be said is 
that many denominations have been 
started by people riding hard on pet 
doctrines or using the Bible to back up 
their own ideas; but this is of such 
practical importance that I shall plan 
to discuss it separately. 

And lastly for the sincere inquire 
We are not “quibbling over minor 
points of doctrine.” One must under- 
stand that Christianity is like a three 
legged stool, in that the whole stool 
falls down when one leg is broken. We 
might say thus that the three legs of 
Christianity are the virgin birth, the 
death and resurrection of Jesus, and 
the giving of the Holy Spirit. It is ab- 
solutely impossible for those who 
value their salvation to fellowship in 
“unity” with the people who deny 
these tremendously vital doctrines, 
and in so doing nullify other parts of 
the gospel message. 

Now, to turn our thoughts in a 
slightly different direction in conclu- 
sion, suppose it is your practical prob- 
lem as a Christian worker to actually 
convince such a sincere questioner 
that he should come to the Church of 
God next week. Will arguments like 
these convince him? Frankly, prob- 
ably not. You might possibly persuade 
him to come just once, on trial. Ah! 
but then is when you get in your tell- 
ing blow, for the church where the 
power of the Holy Spirit is regularly 
in evidence, and where the peo 
show a sweet spirit of love and enol 
ship, is a compelling attraction by 
itself, and will silence the arguments 
of the cleverest theorist.

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When You Chew Gum 


Do you chew chewing-gum? 

A strange question to ask, perhaps, 
in a day when gum-chewing is so 
common. But have you ever stopped 
to think just why gum-chewing may 
be harmful—if not to the general 
health, certainly to one’s efficiency in 
doing’ certain kinds of work? 

Gum-chewing is, first of all, a lux- 
ury. We do not need to chew gum, and 
the money spent for it could well be 
used for more unselfish purposes. 

But it is also a source of much bod- 
ily fatigue. First, it must be chewed. 
The muscles of the jaws and the nerves 
which control their action have to do 
this work. These muscles and nerves 
were intended by the Creator to be 
used three or four times a day for a 
period of approximately half an hour 
on each occasion; or, in other words, 
no more than two hours’ work daily. 
The habitual gum-chewer therefore 
violates, seriously and flagrantly, the 
law of nature. To give these muscles 
and nerves ten hours’ work instead of 
two is unwise, to put it mildly. The 
gum-chewer who habitually works his 
jaw muscles and nerves ten hours a 
day instead of two, tires himself out 
five times as rapidly and reduces his 
working capacity greatly. He is easily 
fatigued. 

Fatigue does not mean that the 
body is tired all over. A bicycle rider 
for instance, can reach a point of 
absolute exhaustion, although he has 
used no muscles excepting those of his 
back, thighs, and legs. A brain worker 
can reach the point of exhaustion 
even though he has been seated in a 
chair all day and most of the night. 
The overuse of any one set of muscles 


8: almost as injurious as the overuse 


of the whole. 

The tremendous strain placed upon 
the salivary glands by constant chew- 
ing is also injurious to health. The 
rhythmic motion of the jaw muscles 
causes digestive juices to pour into 
the mouth and go thence to the stom- 
ach—where no food is waiting for 
them to digest. This is “asking too 
much” of the salivary glands, and the 
result is that when mealtime does 
come ’round and food is taken into 
the stomach, the glands are unable 
to supply a sufficient quantity of these 
valuable juices to digest properly the 
food eaten. Thus indigestion—the

very ailment that chewing-gum man- 
ufacturers glibly tell us is relieved by 
chewing gum—sometimes occur as 
a result of gum-chewing. The addi- 
tional burden thus placed upon the 
stomach is often followed by various 
nervous disorders, and increased in- 
efficiency of the worker is impaired. 

Some wise employers object to gum- 
chewing by those employed by them, 
at least during working hours. This 
isn’t just a “cranky idea” either. The 
boss knows that a girl who habitually 
chews gum is less efficient than the

one who does not chew it. A typist or 
stenographer using her jaws to chew 
gum has just that much less energy 
for her fingers—and no employer 
cares for an employee who is “chron- 
ically tired.” 

“Do you chew gum?” isn’t such a 
foolish question, then, as it may seem. 
It’s a good one to ask oneself, anyway. 
Gum-chewing is just a habit—one 
which can be broken if one will but 
try. The nickels saved will be useful in 
buying less harmful pleasures—or in 
starting a savings account. Increased 
efficiency may even cause the boss to 
increase the salary later on!

ORGANIZATION OF OUR 
PRESENT FORCES 


We Church of God people believe in 
organization. We often boast of our 
effective, God-given, governmental set- 
up, which is unique to the government 
of other churches. I recently heard a 
message in which the speaker em- 
phasized the fact that it was not or- 
ganization that our churches needed 
because, said he, we have a thorough 
organization which enables us to car- 
ry on efficiently any God-given task 
today. Perhaps, from a general official 
administrative point of view we do 
have an efficient organization, but 
certainly not when we begin to break 
down and analyze the situation in the 
local churches and especially in the 
Sunday School administration and or- 
ganization. In fact, the situation in 
most Sunday Schools bespeaks the piti- 
able guilt that we are badly in need of 
organization. I do not say that or- 
ganization alone will solve all the 
problems involved, but only that it 
will help. Let us give the evidence of 
proof and see if these statements are 
true. You, dear reader, can be the 
judge. 

First, I would like to call your atten- 
tion to our public schools, and to our 
often-talked-of public school system. 
Yes, indeed, A SYSTEM! and that is 
what many Sunday Schools are minus. 
The public schools have a system of 
grading, promotion, qualified teachers 
and officers for the various age 
groups; individual student records are 
kept; absentees are looked after; tal- 
ent is given proper recognition; spe- 
cial days are observed; cooperation 
is absolute among teachers and offi- 
cers; the proper and needed equip- 
ment is indispensable; punctuality 
and regularity in attendance is award- 
ed; student placement; and the pub- 
lic schools are departmentalized. 


Parents are many times “up in the 
air” when an inefficient public school 
teacher “practices” on their children 
and fails to give them the mastery of 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, but 
are content with disgraceful equip- 
ment, unprepared teachers, and slip- 
shod methods in the Sunday School. 
They are living under the delusion

that hand and head training is more 
essential than heart training. 

I trust I will be understood on this 
subject. To be sure, I know that there 
is a difference in public schools and 
the church school—in fact, a differ- 
ence in constituency, textbooks, basis 
of grading, methods of building and 
maintaining, objectives, and stand- 
ards of qualification for teachers, etc. 
However, that does not destroy the 
fact that we still can interweave into 
the Sunday School system profitable 
points on administration and organi- 
zation from the public schools. 


To test our present Sunday School 
organization efficiency, let us ask 
some questions which relate to a well 
organized Sunday School. Brother 
minister, Sunday School superintend- 
ent, assistants, and teachers, it might 
be well you give the answer in rela- 
tion to your own school, since you 
are better acquainted than anybody 
else with the present constituency, 
the geographical location, local en- 
vironment, talent, equipment, type of 
school, etc. 


Questions to Test Organizational 
Efficiency 

1. Are we keeping a record of each 
student on enrollment so we can make 
regular contacts with absentees, rec- 
ognize with announcements special 
and outstanding services, send out 
condolence cards to the sick, and 
greetings on birthdays? 

2. Is our Sunday School attendance 
running like a barometer, up today 
and down tomorrow; existing only by 
the unstable enthusiasm of the “Prize 
Kid Family”; or do we have more 
powerful incentives to entice and make 
folk love to attend and take part? 

3. Are we contacting and enrolling 
new scholars? 

4. Is our school properly graded in- 
to the various age groups? 

5. Are the teachers just “playing 
nursemaid” for an hour or really 
teaching? 

6. Is our school departmentalized 
and offering worship services and ex- 
pression to the various age groups? 

7. Are the teachers studious and 
conscious of their duty to win them to 
Christ? 








8. Are we advertising the school? 

9. Are we maintaining discipline in 
the general school and classrooms? 

10. Do our teachers cooperate and 
carry out the plans and ideas of the 
superintendent and pastor? 

11. Are our teachers and officers 
so burdened down with other respon- 
sibilities that they do not have time 
for this work? 

12. Are the classes organized and 
do the teachers know how to organize 
them? 

13. Are we using our present talent 
or burying it? 

14. Are we looking ahead with an 
efficient training program for pro- 
spective teachers and officers for the 
future? 

15. Are we having regular officers’ 
and teachers’ meetings? 

16. Are special days being ob- 
served? 

17. Has our superintendent or pas- 
tor ever read a book on Sunday 
School administration or organiza- 
tion? 

18. Have our teachers ever read a 
book on teaching, handling, and the 
characteristics of the particular age 
group they now teach? 

19. Do new attendants feel wel- 
come and at home, and are they be- 
ing properly recognized? 

20. Are all the enrollment made to 
feel that the school is theirs and that 
they are members? 

21. Are promotion days being ob- 
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served and certificates and diplomas 6 


being awarded? 

22. Do the teachers and officers 
have helps and special study courses, 
magazines, periodicals, and books to 
enable them to better qualify them- 
selves to teach their particular age 
group? 

23. Are we using our available space 
to the best and most profitable advan- 
tage? 

24. What are we doing about pros- 
pects who live in “out-of-way” sec- 
tions and do not have any means of 
transportation? 

25. Are visitations being neglected

» e EVANGELICAL CHRISTIANITY 
IN A PAGAN WORLD 


@ine heavy sacrifice of life and health continued 


LESLIE R. 


VENTS of worldshaking import have transpired 
since last we assembled in annual convention. 
Then we were in the midst of organized, world con- 
flict. The week following our Chicago meeting came 
peace in Europe. We rejoiced, and gave thanks unto 
God. But our joy was not complete. The enemy 
in the Pacific still engaged millions of our boys and 


long months. 

Then, in late summer came our sudden triumph 
over Japan, but by a means so astounding and 
ghastly that even with our celebrations of victory 
were commingled dark forebodings of world-doom. 

And now, strained by the uncertainties of a pre- 
carious peace, nauseated by gruesome revelations in 
our war courts of unregenerated man’s desperate 
depravity, distraught by mutual distrust and out- 
breaking violence between nations, races and classes, 
men’s hearts indeed fail them for fear. 

Are the events and conditions of this critical day 
such as should concern the evangelical forces of 
America and the world? Is our strategy in any way 
to be implemented by an understanding of the con- 
temporary scene? Or should evangelicals ignore this 
present evil age, comforting ourselves that we do 
our duty alone in witnessing to the reality of another 
and a spiritual order? 

We venture to declare that evangelicals have a 
responsibility “to serve the present age” in a gen- 
uinely prophetic ministry. 

“A CHARGE TO KEEP” 

In the early days of the church, the Apostle Paul 
exhorted his son in the gospel in these earnest 
words: 

“O Timothy, keep that which is committed to 
thy trust ...,” 1 Tim. 6:20. 


s In another letter, Paul detailed to Timothy the 


vils which would threaten this trust, his heritage of piety 
and sound doctrine. Of the threat which should come to 
piety, we read from 2 Timothy, chapter 3: “This know also, 
that in the last days perilous times shall come. For men 
shall be lovers of their own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, unthankful, unholy, 
without natural affection, truce-breakers, false accusers, 
incontinent, lovers of pleasures more than lovers of God...” 

The threat to sound doctrine Paul predicts in chapter 
4: “For the time will come when they will not endure 
sound doctrine; but after their own lusts shall they heap to 
themselves teachers, having itching ears; and they shall 
turn away their ears from the truth, and shall be turned 
unto fables.” : 

How near, think you, is the fulfillment of Paul’s prophecy 


@ * of these threats to our heritage of piety and faith? Can 
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any deny that the perilous times of which Paul wrote are 


here. 
To carry out Paul’s charge to guard the truths entrusted 


to us, the National Association of Evangelicals was formed 
three years ago. 
I. THE SURRENDER TO PAGANISM 

We note first today’s surrender to paganism in the field 
of piety and morals. To have called this a pagan age 
and America a pagan nation a decade ago would have 
brought to such an assembly as this a shock of surprise, if 
not resentment. Today the charge of paganism is com- 
monplace. 

THE PREVALENCE OF SIN 

A pagan age is a sinful age. Who will deny the exceed- 

ing sinfulness of this age? J. Edgar Hoover some years 
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ago declared that crime had so in- 
creased in America that we were vir- 
tually in a state of civil war with a 
criminal army of 4,300,000 active ene- 
mies engaged ‘in a predacious war- 
fare against society.” According to his 
report this year, that army has now 
grown to 6,000,000—an army, he says, 
which is “larger even than that which 
did the actual fighting against the 
Germans and the Japanese.” Well has 
someone said that America has a 
“perennial carnival of crime!” 

Sin has increased in America to a 
whirlwind chaos of plunder, violence, 
carnage, lust and moral anarchy. 


THE FADING SENSE OF SIN 


But such prevalence of sin does not 
alone constitute paganism. No doubt 
at times and places on the frontiers 
of American pioneering, our fathers 
sinned to the same or even greater 
excess than has this generation, but 
with this difference: they sinned with 
a keen consciousness of guilt and knew 
the smart of outraged ideals, whereas 
this generation sins without scruple. 
So long as the sense of sin is acute and 
ideals remain to rebuke the sinner, 
paganism is stayed. But sin’s preva- 
lence sooner or later succeeds in drug- 
ging conscience and corrupting ideals. 
Then paganism prevails. 

Multitudes today have accepted sin 
without struggle or resistance, because 
they have lost their ideals. Their sin 
in Shakespeare’s phrasing is “not ac- 
cidental, but a trade.” Their practice 
accords with a statement in Oscar 
Wilde’s “Picture of Dorian Gray,” 
“The only way to get rid of a tempta- 
tion is to yield to it.” 

Influential leaders of our day have 
directly contributed to the swelling 
paganism which is now engulfing so- 
ciety. Dora Russell, one-time wife of 
Bertrand Russell, in her book, “The 
Right To Be Happy,” advocates release 
from our basic sex morality. To secure 
this release she says, “The idea of 
sin must be banished.” 

The late Dr. Freud, high priest of 
the cult of expressionism, wrote frank- 
ly that when his patients, because of 
his treatment, compromised in sexual 
conduct, his conscience was clear, 
whatever the outcome. 

The most influential man in America 
in our generation told an audience of 
youth in 1946: “I confess to pride in 
this coming generation. You are 
working out your own salvation... 
you play with fire openly where we did 
in secret, and few of you are burned.” 

With such influences at work upon 
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our youth, we need not marvel that 
the age of criminals in America has 
dropped from an average of thirty- 
five years in 1900 to nineteen in 1945. 
Since 1939, boys arrested under eight- 
een have increased in number per year 
39 per cent for robbery, 48 per cent 
for murder, 70 per cent for rape. 


A PaGAN GENERATION 
Yes, our age is pagan; pagan in the 


. appalling prevalence of sin, but even 


more pagan in its fading consciousness 
of guilt for sin. What George Eliot 
wrote of a villain in fiction too truly 
describes our generation. She said of 
Tito in “Romola” that he had “lips 
that lie with a dimpled smile, eyes 
with a gleam that no infamy dulls, a 
conscience that rises from lust and 
murder without a haggard look.” 


II. THE SURRENDER OF FAITH 


What power has been sufficient to 
abolish so completely for society at 
large our Christian standard of mo- 
rality? 

The power which as vitriol has cor- 
roded our morals and paganized Amer- 
ica is the power of an evil doctrine. 
That doctrine is naturalism which de- 
clares the essential rightness of human 
nature and the irrelevance of God. It 
teaches that man needs no Savior and 
the universe needs no God. From this 
reprobate doctrine flows the exceed- 
ing sinfulness described in the previ- 
ous section, for “as a man thinketh 
in his heart, so is he.” 

THE PROGRESS OF NATURALISM 

In 1859 appeared Darwin’s “Origin 
of Species.” In 1871—just seventy-five 
years ago—came his “The Descent of 
Man.” During the years between were 
published other books advocating na- 
turalism by such men as Huxley and 
Spencer. The ‘decade of the sixties 
thus roughly marks the birth of mod- 
ern naturalism. 

Through the remainder of the nine- 
teenth century, naturalism rapidly 
grew in influence. Already in 1895, 
Lord Balfour had forebodings of na- 
turalism’s later dominance, and pre- 
dicted that when that dominance 
should come about, naturalism would 
“eat all nobility out of our conception 
of conduct and all worth out of our 
conception of life.” 

The next year Professor Curtis re- 
ported that the root peculiarity of the 
moral situation was then “a failing 
sense of personal responsibility for 
character” and the root peculiarity of 
the Christian situation “a failing sense 
of sin.” Thus the teaching of natu- 


ralism had produced in a single gener- 
ation a discernible effect upon charac- 
ter and faith. 


PROPHETS WITHOUT VISION 


The devastation of naturalism has 
engulfed even the church, polluting 
the stream of religious teaching and 
worship. The prophets of this age, as 
of Jeremiah’s, “find no vision from the 
Lord.” They have heeded “the opposi- 
tions of science, falsely so called,” 
against which Paul warned Timothy, 
rather than following “the holy scrip- 
tures, which are able to make (them) 
wise unto salvation.” 

How tragic it is that those who 
should be prophets of God, getting 
their vision from the Lord, have chosen 
instead the dubious dogmas of chang- 
ing science as the standard of truth 
by which to judge God’s Word. 


Such a false prophet, now holding 
a place of prominence in his denomi- 
nation, was the university pastor of 
my graduate days. He tried to lead 
a group of us older students over the 
modern approach to the Bible, inter- 
preting it, not as the very word of 
God to man, but as man’s word about 
God. Yes, man’s best word—the rec- 
ord of man’s highest thoughts and 
noblest sentiments about the good, 
the true, the beautiful. When I asked 
him if then we must not expect some 
day another Bible, a still nobler state- 
ment of man’s quest for the ideal, a 
better word about God than man has 
yet uttered, he readily answered that 
there will never be another Bible even 
as there will never be another Shake- 
speare, but added that we may certain- 
ly expect yet nobler words about God 
than those given us in the book we 
call the Bible. 

This false prophet also presented to 
us Jesus, not as the only begotten Son 
of God, unique in His divinity, but as 
the most Godlike man that has ever 
lived; not as God’s downward reach t 
sinful man but as man’s highest reach 
toward God. Again I asked a question: 
From your evolutionary point of view 
which maintains the inevitable ad- 
vance of man to new heights, must we 
not expect some day a man to arise 
who will reach higher toward God than 
did Jesus whom we call Christ?

possibility, if not the actuality that a 

greater than Christ will come! 


TEACHERS THAT TRANSGRESS 

But such folly on the part of a 
preacher not long out of seminary is 
not so strange when we recall the mis- 
handling of Scriptures and the hu- 
manizing of Jesus in our leading in- 
stitutions of theological education. 
God declared through Isaiah that the 
teachers of the people had trans- 
gressed or wrongly interpreted the 
truth. And so it is'in this age—teach- 
ers transgress. For:.example, Shirley 
Jackson Case, of the University of Chi- 
cago Divinity School, once declared 
that Jesus held opinions and main- 
tained attitudes not acceptable in our 
day and our modern problems will not 
be solved by “imitating an ancient 
pattern.” And A. Bruce Curry, of 
Union Theological Seminary, has said 
that the Christian is under no obliga- 
tion “to align his faith with Jesus 
or anyone else,” but will “develop his 
religion from many sources,” making 
“full place for truth; some place for 
Jesus.” That the modern view makes 
religion depend on man’s opinion rath- 
er than God’s revealed truth has been 
expressed by Dr. Wieman, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, in his claim that 
“Religion is devotion to what one 
holds to be supremely worthful not 
only for himself but for all human 
beings.” Religion, then, is man’s idea! 

EDUCATION PROGRESSIVELY PAGAN 

The blight of naturalism has spread 
downward from seminary, university 
and college to high school, public 
school and church school. The trend 
of modern education makes the child 
and his immediate desires the center 
of the universe. We cite examples of 
the doctrine of naturalism operating 
in the educational field. 

It once fell to my lot, as a conserva- 
tive member of a discussion panel in 
an educational conference to defend 
the educational and social worth of 
enduring and _ time-tested ideals 
against the radical claim of a state 
educational officer that the teacher 
has no right to instruct even young 
children in what to believe regarding 
social and moral issues. The teacher’s 
function, he declared, is only to pre- 
sent facts without bias which fact even 
ten-year-olds may reach their own 
conclusions through group discussion. 

University inspectors have reported 
that in a single day’s visitation of a 
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modern high school they witnessed 
two national heroes dragged through 
the mud of realistic interpretation in 
a history class; heard the doctrines 
of Freud promulgated in a psychology 
class where repression was rated as 
mortal sin; and in the assembly lis- 
tened as the speaker of the day told 
hundreds of teen-age youth that they 
behaved like human beings because 
they were nine-tenths brute. Through- 
out the day these inspectors observed 
nothing idealistic or ennobling in that 
school. 

In a distinguished university, a pro- 
fessor has advised his class of prospec- 
tive high-school teachers that with- 
out sex experience one is not qualified 
to teach modern high-school youth. 
“Experience centered” education here 
reaches its sordid climax. 

These instances, admittedly ex- 
treme, nevertheless indicate the direc- 
tion of powerful currents in modern 
education which seek to swerve youth 
from the charted channel of Christian 
virtues into the whirlpool of paganism.

Is your Sunday School “weighed in 
the balances, and found wanting” as 
you study these questions on Sunday 
School organizational efficiency? If 
so, perhaps a general overhauling of 
your present record system is needed 
or a reorganization of your immediate 
forces, a reshuffling of classes into the 
proper age groups; or organization of 
new classes to take care of overcrowd- 
ed conditions in classrooms and over- 
burdened teachers; again, maybe the 
officers’ and teachers’ meetings need 
to be inspirited with the progressive 
attitude, and each made conscious of 
his duties, and how to go about his 
work in the spirit of joy and love. All 
of this cannot be accomplished in one 
week or in one month or in three 
months, but it must be started if the 
school ever hopes to travel the path- 
way of progress. The pastor and su- 
perintendent who patiently and per- 
sistently work with correct methods 
and goals set will one day reach the 
end of their reward, while others will 
get by with a few “hip-hip-hurray” 
and “ATOMIC BOMB SUNDAYS” for 
a short while only to wake up next 
week and find the fragments of the 
remains, and them “blue-faced” and 
discouraged, and the pastor secretly 


making plans to move on to another 
pastorate at the end of his term.

These Jews went almost to 
the end of the world and preached 
Christ to both Jew and Gentile. Today 
the Gentiles have neglected to ac- 
quaint the Jews with the gospel. Most 
Jews now believe that Christianity be- 
longs to Gentiles only. They are 
brought up against Jesus, because in 
almost every European country they 
have been persecuted by so-called 
Christians. Because of this, rabbis 
have taught the Jews never to men- 
tion the name of Jesus, because God 
would be displeased and would not lis- 
eo to their prayers for ninety days. 

r. Michelson says that his rabbi told 
him this again and again. No one was 
there to tell him that Jesus is the 
Jewish Messiah. 

But as God told Ezekiel to prophesy 
to the valley of very dry bones, we are 
taught to “study to show ourselves ap- 
proved: unto God,” and when we do 
this, He shows us this valley of dry 
bones (spiritually dry Israel, without 
Jesus Christ, the living water). To 
some of His Gentile children, He is say- 
ing for us to preach the glorious gospel 
of Jesus Christ to the Jew. And to the 
Jew He is saying, “Behold, I will 
cause breath to enter into you and 
ye shall live,” and they are beginning 
to feel that this Christ question can 
no longer be evaded. 

In Dr. Michelson’s books, he gives a 
number of testimonies by Jewish rab- 
bis of how their people are making the 
awful mistake of rejecting Jesus 
Christ as their Messiah. Prominent 
rabbis are publicly speaking of Jesus 
in such a way that would have been 
an impossibility a few years ago. Many 
Jews now are reading the New Testa- 

ent and other Christian literature. I

ior. Truly our Lord is lifting the veil, 
and the things hidden from the Jews 
for centuries are being made plain by 
the blessed Holy Spirit.” 


Dear Christian men and women, are 
we in the valley of dry bones spirit- 
ually? Are we as blind as Israel has 
been to the Word and our duty and re- 
sponsibility to mankind. It is time we 
were seeking the Lord for new life, a 
deeper determination, a clearer vision, 
a closer walk and an understanding of 
the deep things of God. If the right- 
eous scarcely be saved, where shall the 
ungodly and sinner appear? Remem- 
ber, if we are lukewarm, we will be 
spued out of His mouth. Are you work- 
ing or have you buried your talent? 
Are you truly filled with His blessed 
Spirit? 

Some people hold it against the 
Jews because many of them have got- 
ten riches, and many Jews have been 
given prominent places. Why not? Do 
they not have the same privileges the 
Gentiles have? Why do the Gentiles 
hate them because they are doing the 
same things they do, seeking promin- 
ence and riches, and—rejecting Jesus 
Christ? Think of the multitudes of 
Gentiles who are filled with greed, 
covetousness and selfishness, and who 
never realize that Christ died for 
them even though they have heard 
the gospel of Jesus Christ all their 
lives. 

Christians, if there are Jews in your 
towns, they have probably never 
heard the gospel of Jesus Christ, and 
would probably accept Him sooner or 
later if they were acquainted with the 
story of Jesus. However, we must not 
expect them to accept the truth at 
once. It is new to most of them and 
it takes time. 


In Daniel Fuch’s book “How to 
Reach the Jew for Christ,” he relates 
this incident: An earnest Christian 
worker once asked a missionary to the 
Jews about the hardness of the Jew- 
ish heart, because he could not “con- 
vert” a Jewish storekeeper he had 
been dealing with for several weeks 
with no results. Then the missionary 
learned that the Christian worker was 
forty-seven years old, had been an 
attendant at Sunday School as far 
back as he could remember, and also 
a member of the church, hearing the 
gospel week after week, but had just 
been converted eight years. All these 
years this earnest worker was under 
the teachings and influence of the gos- 
pel before he yielded his heart to the 


Lord. For years he had stubbornly re- 
sisted the truth and yet expected the 
Jew, who had never heard the gospel 
and who had been taught not to have 
anything to do with Christ, to accept 
Christ in a short length of time. We 
must study and pray much to qualify 
as a missionary to the Jews. They are 
a peculiar people and must be ap- 
proached in an understanding way. 
If you do not feel a call to this great 
work, please pray much for the ones 
who do have the burden.
